eera W. J. Camp and Fred. Gall, early 
Sunday morning had arrested Leonard 
Gardner, proprietor of the Baltimore res- 
taurant, for abusing his wife, and they 
put him in jail. Gardner felt the dis- 
grace keenly, and vowed that he would 
kill the officers on sight when be got out 
He gave bail, got two 44-oalibre revolvers, 
and waiting until Oamp and Gall went 
on doty, he stood in a stairway for them 
to pass, when he began firing at them 
One ball pierced Oamp through the heart, 
and another hit Gall in the groin. Be- 
fore he died Oamp shot at Gardner five 
times, each bnllei taking effect, and kill j 
ing Gardner. Gall is perhaps faUlly in- 
jured, though he is still alive. The in- 
qaeet on the bodies of Oamp and Gard- 
ner was held to-day. One ot Gardner's 
wild bullets struck a colored woman 
named Mary Gatewood above the knee. 
The tragedy caused intense axoitement. 
Gardner intended to murder the oBioers, 
kill his wife and then shoot himself.
